The swords of Jap an are as keen 
sod hard as the best blades of To­ 
ledo and Damascus, but they are not 
so elastic. 
A ll the work 1- done by 
hand and Is accompanied by relig­ 
ions ceremonies. 
In huts built for 
the purpose the steel is forged. 
On 
the walls are representations of the 
god of the sword makers and the 
» hief goddess of the Shtntoes. There 
are also hits of white paper and 
wisp:- of straw charm s to keep off the

The metal used Is Jap an ­ 


e s e steel made by melting iron ore In 
a furnace and dropping it in cold wa­ 
ter. 
Lum ps are

pound and a half in weight, and fif-

• n of them go to tho m aking of a 
sword. 
Kach bit is examined c a r e ­ 


f u l l y 
and 
i f 
defective is 
rejected. 
Then each lump is heated and beat­ 
en out to a flat slab. 
W h ile red hot 
it is cut. with hatchet and hammer 
Into a rectangular shape. 
Then a 
heap of small bits of steel are piled 
on it and sprinkled with straw ashes, 
earth and water and again placed in 
the furnace. 
It is then w ithdrawn, 
pounded with sledge ham m ers until 
it w ill bend upon Itself and welded 
into a solid mass. 
This operation is 
sometimes repeated twenty or more 
times. 
It is then taken in hand by the 
RMrordsmlth, who beats the muss of 
steel Into shape w ith sm all hammers, 
which he dips from ttme to time in 
cold water to cleanse the surface of 
the steel. 
The hardening process Is peculiar 
to the Japanese sword, and the man 
who does the work has his name in­ 
scribed on the hilt. The blade Is first 
covered with a thick, paste of fire­ 
clay and water. 
Then the edge and 
point are scraped ««lean and a thin 
layer of clay 
placed thereon. The 
forge is darkened, prayer is offered, 
and the chief sm ith, taking the clay 
covered blade thrusts it in the fur­ 
nace, moving it, buck and forth in the 
blaze. W hen the blade hus reached a 
certain degree of redness from end 
to < ud it is w ithdraw n and plunged 
into water of a hundred degrees of 
tem perature. 
As soon as it ceases to 
sizzle it is taken out and goes into 
the hands of the polisher and sharp­ 
ener. 
Tho last thing before it is ready 
for use is to hav»' it blessed by the 
sword god. 
The weapon Is placed in 
front of the “ kakam ona” on the wall 
w ith 
an 
offering of 
sakl, rice and 
sweetmeats. 
P ra y e r scrolls are read 
and a blessing invoked.

Largo sharks abound off Honolulu 
harbor and fishermen m ay usually 
count on bringing back ono or two 
monsters eight to fourteen foot long, 
by going three of four m iles from 
shore. 
The fish may be harpooned 
or hooked, the latter method being 
easier. The harpooning is more dan­ 
gerous. 
The shark fishers need 
a small 
launch, a dead horse, some harpoons 
or 
hooks 
and 
some 
large 
caliber 
rifles. 
The horse is sometimes killed 
a day or two before the expedition, 
as sharks are supposed to like their 
meat ‘ high.” 
The horse is tied at the end of a 
ropjt and left to float about 60 feet 
away from the launch in tho open 
sea. 
Then the w ait for the sharks 
begins. 
A shark w ill usually show 
up in a short time. At a distance of 
60 feet ho is n long, green object of 
in 1 -finite outlines. 
He approaches 
the horse slowly, until 
a 
few 
feet 
away, and thou veers off to one side 
and disappears. 
But he alw ays re­ 
turns. 
Over arul over again, some­ 
times 
for 
an 
hour. h<* w ill 
circle 
about the dead anim al, seeming to bo 
as suspicious as any fox. 
W h ile the shark is m aking these 
Investigations 
the 
bait 
is 
slowly 
drawn toward the boat. 
Some inter­ 
esting glimpses of the shark are ob­ 
tainable during this process. He w ill 
slowly glide through thtv water up to 
the food, and then suddenly turn on 
his side and take a bite. 
W hen harpooning is to he done 
the halt is gradually draw n closer 
until the shark is near. 
Then the 
harpoon is plungod into him and the 
battle begins. 
The shark w ill dive 
for deep water ami tow the boat at 
a rapid pace. 
His strength is ex­ 


t r a o r d i n a r y , and the fight is a long 
one. 
There is nothing to do but tire 
him out. and the only way is to let 
him struggle as he w ill. G radually he 
is drawn nearer to the boat, and 
soon ho is hauled to the surface in a 
condition 
approaching 
exhaustion. 
Tin u the rifles come into play, but at 
the first shot he w ill often carry the 
harpoon and rope off again and re- 
pc..l the fight. , 
There is a spot under the gills 
where a fatal wound can be inflict­
